him withln se versi of the ,k pre judicinl entry" classes set out in these 
regulatioos. 

The controversy in Vajta* s case which led to the fcoard of Ia- 
jaigration Appaolá* reve ra ing the order of this Service dtrecting Vajta* a 
deportatlon on the "projudicinl entry” ground, involved only the 
technical question vhether this ground could be used in deportetion, as 
well as exc lusicti, proceedings* The re mis no dispute on the nerlts 
vhether Vajta came withln the classes of aliens whoae entry is deeasd 
to be "prejudicial to the pnblic interest.” The Attorney General revorsed 
the Board* s view and upheld this Service* s position that the "prejudicial 
entry” charge could be used in deportatlon hoarings. Vajta* 8 cttomey 
took only this technioal issue to the courts. He did nőt ohallenge the 
factual f inding that Vajta wos within the classes of alienn wfaos© entry 
ie deea»d to be prejudicial. Tho United States Öistrict Court fór the 
Southern District of New York and the Court of Appeals fór the Seccod 
Circuit sustalned the Attorney General * 3 and this Service 1 3 view th t 
the ** prejudicial entry” rogulatians cstnblished a eláss of aliens ex- 
cluded by law, within the no {in in,-": of the deportatlon section of the 
I roigration Act of 1917 (3 U.S.C. s 155 ). 

Upon belnr upheld in the courts, this Service isaued a warrant 
of deportatlon on Auguet 31, 1948, direct.ing Vajta's deportatlon to 
Italy, if that country rrould eccept hia, othersrise to Hungary* Italy 
ref sed to accept hia. Vajta besought pemis 3 Íon to deport to Coloabia, 
elei ring thnt his life would be in dar.ger if he re turnéd to Hurope. 

This permise ion vas gmnted. He de partéd froot the United Statos undor 
the order of deportatlon by aircraft on Februr*ry 5 , 1950 , destineö to 
Bogotá, Coloabia. Ke thus stands deported in pursuancc of lav enc cannot 
reapply fór entry without poraission. 

This service doco nőt ha'^e bofore it en application by Vajta fór 
permis <•: ion to reapply fór ad-nission after deportatlon. Kowever, it is 
noted frora his correspandence vith you that he prot>03es to apply to 
the Attorney General fór auch pejmisoion a;u5 is seekinr to enlist your 
aid in this connection.
